THE PROBLEM UF INDIA, 


AN announcement of far-renching im- 
portance has just been made concerning 
the Indian Army, and the effect of it will 
be felt throughout ithe great dependency 
which has proved its deep Wwyalty to 
Great Britain: during ‘the three years of 
struggle for the freedom of: the world. 
The Secretary of State for India has 
stated that oonimissioned rank in the 
Indian ‘Army will be granted to nine 
native officers who have served in the 
war, This great innovation, whieh is not 
‘the least remarkable of the many whieh 
have resulted from ‘the war, hag been 
vigorously urged by Colonel Repincron, 
a writer who has been responsible for a 
good many of the recent reforms connect- 
ed with the Army. It will be remembered 
that, as Military Correspondent of the 
‘Times, he exposed .the ‘shortage of high 
explosives, and, by the publicity which 
[he gave to the disadvantages under which 
our troops’ wera. fighting in France 
and Flanders, he was-largely instrumen- 
ta} in- bringing about the creation of. the 
Ministry. of Munitions. I¢ is “probable 
‘that:.. his suggestion that an. Indian 
Sandhurst; ‘for which the ataffs of Quetta 
and Wellington could, be ‘utilised, will -be | 
followed, . Although ‘this ig a democratic 
age, no statesman with experience ‘of 
Eastern races supposes that itis possible 
yet to administer India” on -the ‘same 
goneral principles as Canada. and Austra.

Recently, at Lucknow, Sir James Weston 
told the Legislative Council that those 
who direct tha affairs of India are not 
hostile, but favourable, towards greater 
freedom in Indian national life. The 
problems connected with self government, 
-however, are many. It still remains for 
those who desire it: s0 urgently tp prove 
their fitnesy for such responsibilities. 
The administration ofthe past has. had 
ita critics, and jt bag not been perfect; 
hut it has. at least, produced a Civil 
Service which has been a model of in- 
tegrity.
